DRIVE NAILS JUST LIKE MEN.. 


Another Fiction Concerning Women Hoc 


• I3e«n UlMlpated.

. The Idea thut a woman cannot'drive 
a nall'ntralght Is completely disproved 
by girl sloyd students at tho Maryland 
statu normal school at Baltimore. The 
young women of' this clans' not only 
drive rmllB, but handle 'saws, planes 
and other carpenter tools with n dex- 
terity that would shame the awkward- 
ness.of many men. The sloydroom In 
the basement of the normal school is 
a well-equipped carpenter shop. It con- 
tains about n dozen sloyd o'r carpenter 
benches and a complete equipment 
of all varieties of carpenter tools. Be-, 
fore taking up this part: of the 'work 
the pupils are Instructed to mold.cer- 
tain objerts and do work In paper 
folding. This elementary, part .of the 
work IB really very complicated. Work- 
ng' plans are . made of all the .work. 
Then comes cardboard work., forming 
figures out of pieces of cardboard, rcpr 
resenting geometrical solids. After this 
preliminary work the pupils are Intro- 
luced to the carpenter shop. They dis- 
play some! little awkwardness at first, 
nit soon become skillful In handling 
the tools 'and become Intensely Inter- 
!8tcd,ln the work.• Only one. girl has 
njured herself thus far and that hap- 
pened because of a shaving alighting 
m her nose. She was so' Interested In 
her .work that .she 
thoiightlesssly 


brushed at it with her knife and cut 
her nose. The pupils work In both hard 
and soft woods. All tho work is shel- 
ncked by the students, who also'do all 
titling 'and use sandpaper sparingly.' 
The tools used include.different sizes 
and varieties of chisels, saws, planes, 
hammers, mallets, gouges and squares. 
The middle and senior, classes partici- 
pate In the work.—Chicago Chronicle.

Roosevelt a "Mother Hade" Han. 


/ • According to n family friend. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has good reason to rank 
himself In the list of mother made men. 
His father, who wax a big, slow, silent 
roan, something burgherllke In manner 
nnd speech, left the control of the chil- 
dren very much to his wife, n rarely 
beautiful woman, black haired, blue 
eyed and with a complexion of the most 
exquisite fairness. Pre-eminently a so- 
cial leader, she was, of course, very 
much occupied, but nothing ever came 
between her and looking after her two 


' boys, Teddy and Eliot. Even when les- 
' sons were done and the family away 


for the summer holidays she made 
them systematically study—not books, 
but things. ' 


Each of tho bids had to fetch her ev- 


ery morning a composition describing 
some natural object or phenomenon ob- 
served the day before.

The hlg fellow hesi- 
tated, but finally decided to grasp the 
extended hand In tho true preliminary 
form. This time the bully took no ad- 
vantage of his opponent nnd the box- 
ing match tyegan In proper style. It 
ended In just as proper style, too, for 
the thrashing the larger man received 
was severe enough to keep him a-bed 
for a week afterward. 


The President's Love Romance. 
It has never been suggested* that 


Theodore Roosevelt and.Edith" Kermlt 
Carow, who became his second wife, 
•were betrothed In their early youth at 
the time when the Kooaevelts nnd the 
Carows were two of the foremost fam- 
ilies In New York and on terms of 
strong Intlmncy with each other. 


Edith"Carow, a lovely and brilliant 


girl, was a constant* guest at the 
Rooscvelts'. • Her father was Charles 
Carow, her grandfather Isaac Carow, 
a wealthy shipping merchant. 


There wax hardly a week during this 


boyhood and.girlhood stage that Theo- 
dore Roosevelt and Edith Carow did 
not meet. They were the bent of com- 
rades, the most loyal of friends. 


Then came separation. Young Theo- 


dore, with a mind made up to startle 
•the world, chono one of the most con- 
servative ' spots 
on earth to ac- 
complish it and 
entered H a r - 
vard university. 
While there ho 
fell In love with 
Miss Alice Lee, 
who, too. fell In 
love, nnd short- 
ly after Roose- 
velt's 
gradua- 


tion they were 
married.

but a tragic Incident. 
Young Mrs. 


Roosevelt lived but n year or two and 
died leaving n baby girl, her namesake. 


Grief stricken, the young Hum went 


back to his own home. There was con- 
solation In thu heart IneBH with which 
old friends grtk'tcd him nnd a .special 
solace In the warm friendliness of'his 
^boyhood's companion, Edith Carow. 


Miss Carow had all this time been 


on the most cordial terms with the 
Rooscvelts and a constant friend of 
Theodore- Roosuvell's sister, now Mrs. 
Douglas RobliiHon. 


One day In the spring of 1880 some 


very exciting news was spread over 
New York. Edith Carow, the "Invul- 
nerable," was engaged to marry Theo- 
dore Roosevelt. 


Roosevelt and the Cattle Tnlet 


For a long time the ranches along 


the Little Missouri suffered a great 
deal from the depredations of cattle 
thieves. Finally the sheriff called the 
ranch owners In consultation. Among 
them was Theodore Roosevelt. The 


sheriff severely 
denounced the 
thieves, risking 
for the opinions 
of the ranchers, 
and Mr. Roose- 
velt boldly re- 
plied: 


"There ought 


to he no great 
d i f f i c u l t y In

y o u r sugges- 
tions, Mr. Sher- 
iff, but I have

to carry them out, for I am convinced, 
and I think every other man In the 
room Is, that yon have had more to 
do with the cattle stealing than any 
other man In tho county." 


The sheriff resigned his office the 


next day and left" the country. And 
the cattle stealing stopped. 


Roosevelt on the Stump. 


During Colonel Roosevelt's campaign- 


Ing tour In 1000 hit* speeches were fre- 
quently Interrupted by Impudent re- 
marks. The colonel and his party had 
a happy faculty of. turning these Inter- 
ruptions to advantage. Once during a 
short stop In a Colorado town Colonel 
Roosevelt was frequently Interrupted 
by a man named Phelps. The' man 
stood on the outskirts of the crowd and 
shouted repeatedly:' 


"Bet you $100 to $00 that you are not 


elected." 


The colonel laid a restraining band 


on Sergeant Huck Taylor and Trooper 
Megaphone Itell, his companions, to 
keep them from 
climbing 
over 


Into the crowd 
after Phelps. In 
order to keep 
Bell out of inls- 
chlcf the candi- 
date called up- 
on him to make 
ft speech. 


"Ladles and 


gentlemen," he 
began, "I am 
more glad"— 


"Bet you $100 


to $50 you are not elected!' 
Phelps, coming closer. 


Bell leaned fur over the railing 


around the platform and pointed his 
forefinger straight at htm... 


"By glory, gentlemen," he said, and 


bis voice could have been heard a quar- 
ter of a mile down'the track, "we 
fought with the colonel, and we know 
who he Is. The more we knew of him 
the more we loved him, and the more 
we know him now the more we love 
him, and If that sou of n.gun who Is 
raising those Spanish cheers will take 
a morning train to San Antonio, Tex., 
we will have him burled before sun- 
down."

Roosevelt Had Hardtack Too. 
v 


"I remember the evening of July 2," 


says one of Roosevelt's ex-rough riders, 
"when we were In the San Juan trench- 
es. We were rather shy on provisions 
about that time, and after figuring 


a w h i l e ' they 
made 
out to 
give us two 
pieces of hard- 
tack eucb, ex- 
cept four of us, 
•who got only 
one piece each. 
We'd made the 
most we could 
of onr supper, 
a n d I . w a s 
standing by 
when the colo- 
nel came up. 
The first thing 
he asked was 


whether we had bad our rations, such 
as they were. They told him we had. 
" 'All right/ he said, 'I'll have mine 


now.' And be ate bis two pieces of 
hardtack like the rest of us." 


How Roosevelt Rode a Wild Cow. 
"Theodore Roosevelt was well known 


In the west long before bis rough riders 
were thought of," says F. C. Brewer, a 
ranchman of the Big Horn country, 
Wyoming. 


"It was In 1887 that Teddy Roosevelt 


stopped for a few days nt my ranch. 
He said lie had come for big game, and 
he gat It. We were out shooting and 
ran across a bunch of wild cattle. Ted- 
dy could not resist the temptation to 
ropo one. He, tried to rope It, but the 
broncho shied and threw him. 


"The rope went wild, nnd so did the 


horse. Roosevelt had ridden some dis- 
tance from us, 
and before we 
could come up 
one of the COWB 
'charged him. 
We expected, of 
course, to see 
bis finish right 
there. 


"I had my gun 


out and was try- 
Ing io get a shot 
at the cow when 
Roosevelt 
per- 


formed the most 
daring actof bis 
life, not barring his charge up San Juan 
hill. He dodged the cow when she 
charged, and before 'she could turn he 
made n leap and wax on her back. 


"Then he did show the boys that-he

Colonel Roosevelt Was Democratic. 


"When we went forward and took 


San Juan hill," relates Trooper Bell of 
Roosevelt's rough riders, "the others 
thought we had orders, and some of 
them piled in and went along, and the 
consequence was that when we got to 
tho top there were, rough riders. Ninth 
and Tenth cavalry and Sixth cavalry 
and Infantry all mixed up together. 
You never saw such a mlxup. • And 
Colonel Roosevelt nut only looked after 
us, but hu helped look after the rest of 
the cavalry too. You may think we're 
partial, but you 
just auk any of 
the Ninth and 
Tenth regulars. 
They were the

And not only 
that, but he'd drink out uf the canteen 
of a Ninth or Tenth cavalryman and 
not act as If the Lord had made him 
out of a little finer clay than all the 
rest of the world, though the Lord did, 
lust the same." 


' Roosevelt as a Rustler. 


A story of how Colonel Roosevelt got 


from Clara Barton n quantity of dain- 
ties and Invalid food for the sick men 
of his command Is worth relating- as 
showing his ability as n rustler and 
that he permitted nothing to stand In 
the wrfy of his getting his men what 
they needed. Miss Barton had taken 
the position that the Rod Cross sup- 
plies, having been contributed by Indi- 
viduals In the United States for the re- 
lief of the starving people of Santiago, 
she could not properly give anything 
to the army. Roosevelt knew of her 
position and thoroughly approved It, 
but he wanted the delicacies for his 
enfeebled troopers and determined. If 
possible, to get them. So he called at 
Miss Barton's headquarters. 


"My dear Miss Barton," he said, his' 


words vibrating with enthusiastic ap- 
preciation and admiration, "you are do- 
Ing a noble work. We all speak of it. 
General Shaffer himself told me you 
had saved the army by giving us medi- 
cines out of your precious store." Hera

Ing. Her face was Illuminated and her 
eyes filled with tears. She attempted 
to reply to Colonel Teddy, but be broke 
In:

ington know of what you arc doing 
here. Miss Barton. I shall make It my 
particular business to tell them. • Yes, 
I will. I shall tell them how you came 
to the front from Slboney and bow you 
were the first to come Into the harbor. 
Yes, ahead of the warships, ahead of 
the transports." 


There Is where Colonel Teddy captur- 


ed the Red Cross. The rest was easy. 
He simply told her of the condition of 
his boys. Too plucky they were to ac- 
knowledge they were sick, too proud 
to go to the hospitals. As he talked he 
let his words come from his heart 
They were eloquent with feeling, with 
the affection which' Teddy Roosevelt 
felt for his rough riders, and Miss Bar- 
ton's eyes again filled with tears, and 
she gave him large quantities of can- 
ned fruits, condensed milk, cornmeal 
and other good things.

Roosevelt and His,"Specs." 


, "Colonel Roosevelt Is very nearsight- 
ed,"'Bays * man who saw service at 


Santiago, "and when the hot fighting 
was In progress his luggage consisted 
almost entirely of spectacles. Near- 
sighted people always have an abiding 
fear of losing their glasses, knowing 
their absolute helplessness without 
such aid, and I was told by one of the 
New York club contingent that Roose- 
velt took particular pains before leav- 
ing home to provide against such a dis- 
aster. 


"He had been In the habit of wearing 


nose glasses, with a black silk cord at- 


tached, but the 
arrangement 
was entirely un- 
" suited to a cam- 
paign, where 
the glasses 
t h e m se 1 res.

One pair 
was sewed in his blouse, another In his 
belt, another In nix hat two In his sad- 
dlebags, and so on.

Roosevelf s Escape From the Grizzly. 


• Dr. Webb, who accompanied the then 
Vice'President Elect Roosevelt on his 
hunt for big game in Colorado last 
winter, relates the .following story of 
the statesman's escape from a grizzly-

we would.stand an excellent chance at 
that time If bears were around, and, as 
snow had fallen, we bad hopes that a 
grizzly or two hod been driven 'down 
from the hills.

"We had hardly ridden a quarter of 


a mile when Goff called onr attention 
to a huge brute lumbering unsteadily 
up a miniature canyon. Between us 
and the canyon the ground was com- 
paratively open, so we dashed up to 
the rocks, dismounted and resumed' 
our pursuit of bruin. 


^Hastily Colonel Roosevelt took a 


shot 
The bear only moved faster.

the old grizzly, 
kept on.

d e s p i t e the 
guide's warning 
dashed ahead1 
of us nil.

Washington. D. C., Oct 12.-Cnptaln 


French E. Chadwick, commander of 
the New York In 1808, creutfd some- 
what of a sensation at the court of 
Inquiry when h« testified that he pro- 
tested to Sampson against sending to 
Schley a message congratulating tho 
latter upon th« character of tho block- 
ade he had-maintained, because, under 
the circumstances, such action was Im- 
proper. Admiral Dewey himself then 
created quite a stir In the courtroom 
by exhibiting considerable temper In 
declining to permit Mr. Hayner to 
question Captain Chadwick relating to 
a .conversation that officer had with 
Remey and Watson, In which Captain 
Chadwick Is alleged to have ap- 
proved the 
blockade. 
"We • don't 


•want any conversation here. 
We 


want the facts, and you 'know that 
we want nothing else but the facts," 
said Admiral Dewcy Impatiently to Mr. 
Rayner. who was directed to .withdraw 
tho question. 
Mr. Rayner, contended 


that It -was perfectly proper to admit 
the conversation in question, as It 
tended to show that Captain Chadwick 
had Indorsed the blockade at one time 
and had at another protested ag'alnst 
Schley being congratulated .for the 
character of it. 


"Scttlrj-m Pledge o f n

.Captain Chadwick told of the meet- 


Ing-of Schley, Sampson, and himself 
on board the New York at Key West 
before the flying squadron sailed for 
Cuba. Schley on that occasion assured 
Sampson that he would be loyal to the

squadron. Schley asserted, according 
to the witness.'that he was-pleased to 
serve under Sampson. Speaking of'hls 
knowledge of the code of signals ar- 
ranged with the Insurgents, Captain 
Chadwick said this code had been com- 
municated to him by Commander Mc- 
Calla, who did not care to have any- 
thing said about it, as he (McCalla) 
expected to go back to Clenfuegos the 
next day, May 20. Owing to the diffi- 
culty In getting supplies at Key West 
McCalla with the Marblehead did not 
leave for Clenfuegos until the follow- 
ing day. 


Dj»T«-y» Xophew a Wltnru. 


Lieutenant F. J. Dewey, a nephew 


of Admiral Devvey and watch officer 
of the Massachusetts during the war. 
was on the stand a short time today. 
There Is a remarkable resemblance be- 
tween' the admiral and his nephew, 
which created some comment. Lieuten- 
ant Dewey said that so far as he knew 
no plans of battle had been arranged.
